Dean Sta:—Tbe manificent grant of tnnde by 
the general government to the state of Mlinois to 
id her in the construction of the Central ailroad, 
hos olready fmpatted new life and energy to ou 
poople, They are everywhere confident that, if 
this graut is judiciously inonaged, it will insure the 
construction of the road at an early day, and that 
our state will at once take that stand among here 
sisters of the confederacy to which, from her geo- 
graphical position, the fertility of hee soil, and 
Boundless resources, she is entitled. Wo ore in 
the centre of the great valley that stretches from 
the Alleghany to the Rocky Mountains, and in the 
geographical and commercial centre ol the United 
States, and there is at least possibility that ere 
long we shall also be in the political centre of the 
confederacy. Whenever tho seat of the federal 
government eball be moved, (an event likely to be 
demanded by tho country before wany years) it 
will, in all probability, be located ou, of near the 
Mississippi river.

The 
Uire lino runs through a fine, fertile country, capa- 
ble of supporting a very dense population, which 
will be able to supply o vast amount of transporta- 
tion for surplus products ou this‘line of road.” 

So rays Col. Freeman in his official report; and 
this is the line of road which it is proposed to 
change, and te-locate some twelve or fifteen mites 
to the castwerd of the present location, so as to run 
it through Marion, Benton, Mt. Vernon, &e. 

The line 08 new located, runs as near the third 
rincipal meridian, and also as near the line divid- 
ing the counties of Jackson and Williamson, Per- 
ry and Franklia, Wasbington and Jefferson, respec- 
tively,’as the natore of the ground wonld perwit— 
thereby giving to those countics advantages as 
nearly equal as possible. If, through (is part of 
the state, it happens to run alittle nearer tbe coun- | 
y seats of the counties lying west-of the meridian, | 
than it does to those lying east, or a liltle nearer 
the western boundory of the etale than the eastern, 
it is merely accidental circumstance, and wholly 
unavoidable, because “the country for many miles

‘The idea of carrying the road throughout its 
bole extent through Ihe exact contre of the state— 
that is to say, at an equal distance from the eastern 
‘tnd western boundaries, is absurd and impractica- 
ble. This in fact could only be-done by following 
the zig-zag course of the rivers by which it is 
bounded. 

There is another advantage in the present loca- 
tion which should not be overlooked.

The 
Quincy railroad, some threo mifes in length, stands 
as the first of a series of roads now to bo measured 
by thousands of miles. The Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroad; begun in 1828, comes next in order—un- 
Jess tho Mauch Chunk rond hias precedence in point 
of time. The use of steain as a motive power was 
notintrodaced until 1830, when its successful appl 
cation to locomotives was dereonstrated on the 
Liverpool and Manchestar railroad onthe wemora- 
ble occasion of the death of Huskisson 
The extent of railroad construction in the Uni- 
ted States in July, 1850, was estimated by the 
American Railway Guide at 7,677 miles! A state 
tment In the Now York Herald, giving as enuneres 
tion of the various roads in the Union in operation 
at the beginning of the present year, shows an ad- 
dition of wore than a thonsnnd miles since last Ju- 
ly—to that the whole extent of railways actually 
construeted in this country, amounts to 8,797 wiles, 
involving op expenditure of $286,155,078.
